From  The  Rabbi’s  Desk 

This  time  of  year  is  filled  with  Jewish 
holidays:  Pesah,  YomHashoah,  YomHazika- 
ron,  Yom  Haatzmaut,  Lag  Baomer, 
Shavuot.  The  list  goes  on  and  on.  In  the 
middle  of  all  this  is  a  holiday  which  should 
not  get  lost  in  the  shuffle.  The  28th  of  Iyar 
(May  23)  is  Yom  Yerushalayim,  Jerusalem 
Day,  the  day  commemorating  the  unifica¬ 
tion  of  Jerusalem. 

It  is  especially  important  this  year  that  we 
not  overlook  this  holiday.  Not  long  ago 
President  Bush,  either  intentionally  or  inad¬ 
vertently,  called  into  question  Israel’s  right 
to  the  eastern  part  of  Jerusalem,  the  section 
which  includes  the  Old  City  and  the  West¬ 
ern  Wall.  The  President’s  remarks  were  so 
ill-timed  that  he  created  a  government  crisis 
in  Israel,  a  crisis  which,  at  this  writing,  has 
still  not  been  resolved.  He  evidently  did  not 
realize  the  depth  of  feeling  the  world  Jewish 
community  has  on  this  issue.  Virtually 
every  political  party  in  Israel,  from  the 
leftist  Mapam  to  the  right  wing  Tehiyah, 
sees  all  of  Jerusalem  as  Israel’s  united 
capital.  It  is  probably  the  one  issue  which 
unites  Israeli  politics. 

It  is  easy  to  understand  why.  When  the 
Jordanians  controlled  East  Jerusalem,  Jews 
were  barred  from  entering,  Jewish  areas 
were  desecrated,  ancient  synagogues  were 
destroyed,  and  Jewish  gravestones  were 
converted  into  latrines.  Certainly,  no  Israeli 
government  would  ever  allow  a  repetition 
of  anything  like  that. 

Jerusalem  is,  without  doubt,  important  to 
Christianity  and  Islam,  and  anyone  who 
wants  to  worship  there  should  be  allowed 
free  access.  But  Jerusalem,  first  and  fore¬ 
most,  is  Judaism’s  holy  city,  the  cite  of 
2000  years  of  religious  longing.  Let  us  keep 
that  in  mind  this  Yom  Yerushalayim.

Shavuot,  the  Festival  of  Weeks  or  Penta- 
cost,  is  celebrated  exactly  seven  weeks  after 
Passover.  It  is  observed  for  one  day  in 
Israel  and  for  two  days  for  those  of  us  who 
live  in  the  diaspora. 

Originally  Shavuot  was  solely  an  agricul¬ 
tural  festival  when  the  first  fruits  were 
brought  to  Jerusalem  accompanied  by  much 
ceremony  and  rejoicing.  But  as  the  years 
progressed,  it  became  associated  histori¬ 
cally  with  the  giving  of  the  Torah  on  Mount 
Sinai. 

During  services  on  this  festival  we  read  the 
Ten  Commandments  and  the  general  theme 
of  the  day  is  the  Jewish  traditional  love  of 
learning.  The  Book  of  Ruth  is  read  at  this 
time  because  it  shows  the  great  devotion  of 
Ruth  to  her  adopted  faith.  In  many  syna¬ 
gogues,  as  in  ours,  Shavuot  is  the  time  for 
graduation  ceremonies,  for  applauding  young¬ 
sters’  completion  of  their  religious  studies. 


Many  customs  are  associated  with  this  festi¬ 
val,  the  most  notable  the  decorating  of  the 
synagogue  with  flowers,  all  night  study 
(Tikun  Leyl  Shavuot),  and  the  eating  of 
dairy  foods  which  is  symbolic  of  the  con¬ 
cept  of  Israel  as  the  land  of  milk  and  honey.

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Customs  and  Traditions 
of  Judaism 

There  are  a  number  of  modern  Jewish 
holidays  which  occur  around  this  time  of 
year,  three  in  April  and  one  in  May,  which 
have  been  instituted  to  commemorate  recent 
events.  They  are: 

•  Yom  Hashoah/Holocaust  Memorial  Day 
-27  Nisan/ April  22.  In  Israel,  it  is  known  as 
Yom  Hashoah  Ugevurah/Holocaust  and  Cour¬ 
age  Day.  This  is  the  day  designated  to 
mourn  the  six  million  Jews  who  were 
murdered  in  the  Holocaust.  The  Israeli 
Knesset  chose  the  27th  of  Nisan  since  it  is 
close  to  the  day  the  Warsaw  Ghetto  surren¬ 
dered.  While  there  is  no  formal  liturgy  for 
Yom  Hashoah,  both  the  Conservative  and 
Reform  prayerbooks  have  suggested  read¬ 
ings.  It  has  become  a  widespread  custom  in 
recent  years  to  light  specially  made  yahrzeit 
candles  the  night  before  the  holiday. 

•  Yom  Hazikaron/Memorial  Day-4  Iyar/ 
April  29.  This  day  commemorates  all  the 
Israeli  soldiers  who  died  in  defense  of  their 
country.  In  Israel,  it  has  become  customary 
for  families  to  gather  on  Mount  Herzl  in 
Jerusalem  for  a  memorial  ceremony.  A 
siren  is  sounded  nationwide  for  two  minutes 
while  everyone  in  the  country  stands  silent 
and  at  attention. 

•  Yom  Haatzmaut/ Israel  Independence  Day 
-5  Iyar/ April  30.  This  day  commemorates 
the  anniversary  of  the  declaration  of  the 
State  of  Israel.  This  holiday  is  celebrated  by 
every  movement  within  Judaism  except  among 
some  Hasidic  sects.  There  is  a  special 
liturgy  and  Hallel  is  recited.  Of  course,  in 
Israel,  this  is  a  day  of  tremendous  celebra¬ 
tion,  with  picnics  and  outings. 

•  Yom  Yerushalayim/Jerusalem  Day-28 
Iyar/May  23.  The  28th  of  Iyar,  1967  was 
the  day  the  city  of  Jerusalem  was  united 
after  the  Six-Day  War  in  1967.  In  most 
synagogues,  Hallel  is  recited  and  Psalm  107 
is  said  after  the  Aleinu.

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All  About  Lag  Baomer 

The  seven  weeks  between  Pesah  and 
Shavuot  are  counted  off  day  by  day,  and  a 
blessing  is  recited  each  night  at  the  conclu¬ 
sion  of  the  evening  service. 

Lag  Baomer  occurs  on  the  33rd  day  after 
the  second  day  of  Pesah.  The  word  lag  is  an 
acronym  made  up  of  two  Hebrew  letters, 
lamed  and  gimmel,  which  have  a  numerical 
value  of  33. 

According  to  the  Kabbalists,  Lag  Baomer 
marks  the  day  of  the  death  of  Rabbi  Simeon 
bar  Yochai,  who  is  the  alleged  author  of  the 
Zohar,  the  basic  book  of  Kabbalism.  On  the 
day  of  his  death  he  is  said  to  have  revealed 
many  secrets  to  his  pupils.  The  day  was, 
therefore,  called  “Hillula  de  Rabbi  Simeon 
bar  Yochai,”  hillula  being  the  Aramaic 
word  for  “wedding.”  To  mystics,  it  is  a 
day  which  marks  the  harmonious  union 
(marriage)  of  heaven  and  earth.  Celebra¬ 
tions  include  merry-making  at  the  grave  of 
Rabbi  Simeon  on  the  mountain  of  Meron. 
This  is  in  keeping  with  the  expressed  wish 
of  the  Master,  who  requested  that  the  day  of 
his  death  be  celebrated,  not  mourned. 

According  to  the  Talmud,  a  plague  that  had 
struck  down  many  thousands  of  Rabbi  Akiba’s 
students  ended  on  Lag  Baomer.  Because  of 
this  event,  special  attention  is  paid  to  Lag 
Baomer  and  the  holiday  also  has  been  called 
Scholar’s  Day. 

In  Israel 

Rabbi  Simeon  bar  Yochai  hid  from  the 
Romans  for  13  years  in  a  cave  in  the 
Galilee.  There  he  lived  with  his  son,  sub¬ 
sisting  on  the  fruits  of  the  carob  tree.  Each 
year,  on  Lag  Baomer,  his  students  would 
visit  him.  In  the  evening  they  carried  on  in 
festive  fashion,  lighting  a  huge  bonfire  at 
midnight  and  singing  and  dancing  until 
dawn.  On  the  anniversary  of  the  day  of 
Rabbi  Simeon’s  death,  this  tradition  is  still 
carried  on  at  his  gravesite  at  Meron. 

Throughout  Israel,  on  Lag  Baomer,  chil¬ 
dren  are  free  from  school.  They  spend  the 
day  going  on  field  trips  and  playing  outdoor 
games.  In  many  villages  in  Israel  bonfires 
are  lighted,  people  sit  around  campfires, 
sing,  roast  potatoes,  and  retell  the  story  of 
the  early  Roman  occupation  of  Palestine.
